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TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE REPORT 
Lilia Richards. Chairman 

The MCA Transportation Committee 
believes that at least part of 
the Georgetown Pi ke 2-lane safety 
improvement project between Route 
123 and the Beltway will be re- 
stored to the State's 6-Year 
Improvement Program for 1984/85 
through 1989/90 when the Virginia 
Highway and Transportation Com- 
mission makes its final decisions 
June 21. The project had been 
dropped from the State program in 
January 1981. and it had slipped 
from priority six on the Board of 
Supervisors’ list in 1982 to pri- 
ority seven in 1983. 

We expect that a "spot invest- 
ment" will be made to lower the 
blind hill at Langley Fork by the 
time the CIA occupies its new 
facility in 1986. 

As those of you who participated 
in the 1979 hearings on the Pike 
Project will recall, the Highway 
and Transportation Commission on 
December 13, 1979, approved the 

location and major design fea- - 
tures of the project amended to 
(1) delete the 4-lane divided 
section at the west end of the 
project. (2) provide 26-feet of 
pavement with; standard mountable 
curb on each side and 6-foot 
shoulders "with no ditch. (3) 
shift the center . line at various 
locations to save trees and avoid 
disturbing adjacent . landscaping, 
and (4) realign the connections 
with Pine Hill Road and Mackall 
Avenue, providing a 14-foot grav- 
el surface with 2-foot shoulders 
for Pine Hill Road. 


Your Transportation Committee 
will continue to seek funding for 
the entire project, of course, 
but improvements to the Langley 
Ford and Mackall Avenue intersec- 
tions are the most critical needs. 

Discussions are continuing on the 
improvements needed to accommo- 
date 3,000 more employees on the 
CIA site. (Please see January 
1984 MCA Newsletter for details.) 
The most controversial issue re- 
mains the at-grade versus grade- 
separated intersections on Dolley 
Madison Boulevard . The most 
likely outcome is probably 
at-grade "T" intersections at 
Potomac School Road and at the 
CIA’s present main entrance road, 
with turning lanes and traffic 
signals at both intersections and 
possibly also at Savile Lane/Mer- 
chant Lane. 

President Reagan will break 
ground for the CIA's headquarters 
building expansion May 24. The 
National Capital Planning Commis- 
sion public hearing on the off- 
site road improvements has been 
deferred from May 31 to June 28. 
and may well be deferred again. 
The MCA Transportation Committee 
will have the off-site road 
improvements as the principal 
agenda item for its May 31 meet- 
ing, and you are invited to par- 
ticipate (8 p.m.. Swinson Lounge. 
McLean Community Center). 

Utility work is underway on Chain 
Bridge Road , with the City of 
Falls Church replacing water con- 
duit and C&P and Vepco also dis- 
rupting traffic. The highway 
contractor, Owens & Dove, can't

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start until the utility companies 
are out of the way. Their con- 
struction office is on the 
Lutheran Church parking lot at 
Westmoreland Street, and you can 
call 356-4554 with complaints or 
suggestions. You can also call 
the Highway Department's project 
engineer. Jim Stone, on 273-0660. 
Construction will probably begin 
in late May in the vicinity of 
the bowling alley and proceed 
west . 

The next two summers are going to 
be hard on all of us, but especi- 
ally on the small businesses in 
the Central Business District. 
You can help by making a special 
effort to patronize them, and by 
parking in adjacent lots whenever 
their entrance is temporarily 
blocked. If we all "grin and 
bear it," we will finally have 
the improved roadway, sidewalk, 
and bike trail that the Chain 
Bridge Road Committee has worked 
so hard to achieve. 

The Transportation Committee has 
proposed, and the MCA Board has 
unanimously supported, a renewed 
effort to establish a fringe 
parking lot for commuters on that 
part of the Wolf Trap Farm Park 
lots not needed for matinee per- 
formances during the workweek. 
We will try to reverse the deci- 
sion which as been made to close 
off the Trap Road access ramps to 
the Dulles Parallel Lanes even to 
carpools and buses. The fringe 
parking lot proposal has been a 
part of the Fairfax Master Plan 
since 1975 as a logical joint use 
of a taxpayer-supported facility. 
Express bus service could be pro- 
vided from a lot to Tysons Cor- 
ner, the West Falls Church Metro 
station, and via 1-66 to Arling- 
ton and the District of Columbia. 

We're still pushing for a wide 
variety of spot safety improve- 


ments identified by MCA members. 
The new Northern Virginia highway 
district will come into existence 
July 1, and we are pleased that 
Dave Gehr. who has been very 
responsive to Committee concerns, 
will become District Engineer. 


Your 1983/84 Committee has worked 
very hard, and I am' proud to have 
served with them.

MCA MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE REPORT

While the MCA general membership 
had been in a declining pattern 
for a number of years, that down- 
ward trend was broken in 1983/84. 
This was accomplished through the 
establishment of a special Mem- 
bership Development Committee 
chaired by Mr. Robert Rumpf. 

As Membership Chairman serving as 
a member of that committee. I sup- 
ported Mr. Rumpf by providing 
major ideas and written recommen- 
dations for increasing and re- 
taining -membership. Some we had 
time to enact; while others must 
await another year. Please see 
Mr. Rumpf ' s report for a review 
of that work. 

One major effort which I carried 
out personally was to revise and 
update the computer listing used 
for mailing labels for the MCA 
Newsletter. New categories were 
added to the computer program at 
Kelley's Printing to enhance the

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efficiency of the record keeping 
and the renewal processes. 

Having brought this to fruition 
it is a pleasure to provide 
easily the following report: To 

date, the total membership stands 
at 433 households. Of these 433 
households, 330 are double mem- 
berships and 103 are individual, 
for a total of 763 members. Of 
the 763, 541 are previous members 

and 222 are new; the latter 
representing 29.1% of the total. 
Two months ago the new members 
accounted for 21.675% of the 
general membership. 

Part of the recordkeeping revi- 
sion is reflected in the new look 
of the labels on your May MCA 
Newsletter. Please note that on 
the label the number "4" indi- 
cates that you are a member in 
good standing for the calendar 
year 1984. If your mailing label 
does not have a four, but has the 
placeholder "0". you have not yet 
renewed your MCA membership. 

Please let me know, by May 30, of 
any errors in your address label. 
This includes titles. spelling, 
addresses, and status of member- 
ship. My phone number is

As MCA Membership Chairman. I 
wish to challenge each member to 
bring three friends and potential 
members to the meeting on May 
23rd. Not only will the member- 
ship increase but you will assure 
that the McLean Citizens Associ- 
ation represents the best inter- 
ests of your local community in 
McLean and the greater McLean 
community. 


MEMBE RSHIP DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 
REPORT ~ 
Robert L. Rumpf. Chairman 

This year the citizens of McLean 
have become increasingly con- 
cerned with the increases in 
traffic, proposals for changes in 
zoning and the new construction 
that is taking place in this area. 
The residents have become aware 
that they have a voice in such 
matters through the McLean Citi- 
zens Association (MCA) and that 
the MCA is striving to represent 
their interests to the District 
Supervisors. governmental agen- 
cies and commercial firms. As a 
consequence, of this increased 
awareness and concern, membership 
in the MCA has approximately 
doubled what it was in either of 
the past two years. 

The Membership Development Com- 
mittee has attempted to inform an 
increasing number of the McLean 
populace that regardless of 
whether they desire to actively 
participate on committees, attend 
meetings, or just be concerned 
citizens. their membership en- 
rollment demonstrates to groups 
outside of McLean that the citi- 
zens are endorsing the MCA's 
efforts. MCA Dues. though re- 
quired to cover operating costs, 
have purposefully been kept low 
to enhance enrollment. 

During the past nine months, con- 
tact has been made with several 
neighborhood associations that 
are just being organized. MCA 
has offered assistance in provid- 
ing sample by-laws. providing 
information on current issues, 
etc. Contact has also been made 
with existing neighborhood asso- 
ciations that /have become in- 
volved in issues affecting their 
residents. Invitations for mem- 
bership in the M£A has been ex- 

( 
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tended through these neighborhood 
associations with good response. 
Neighborhood Watch has also en- 
dorsed the MCA and distributed 
membership literature to the 
citizens associated with its 
activities . 

Finally, individual letters have 
been sent to McLean residents who 
have been identified as concerned 
citizens but who have not been 
previous members of the associ- 
ation. Letters have also been 
sent to those few prior MCA mem- 
bers who have not rejoined, 
encouraging them to renew their 
membership. There has been a 
significant positive response. 

The computerized membership files 
are being completely overhauled 
and updated. This will improve 
the accuracy of the MCA's record 
keeping and will insure that all 
MCA members are kept informed of 
the Associations activities and 
major concerns in a timely manner.

road improvements to be carried 
out by the Park Authority as part 
of the project will include left- 
hand turn stacking lanes and 
right-hand turn deacceleration 
lanes on the approaches to both 
entrances. The center, as plan- 
ned. will house a swimming pool, 
running track, racketball courts, 
and rooms for ballet and other 
activities; outdoors. unlighted 
tennis courts will be added to 
existing playing fields. Formal 
approval of the plan by the Park 
Authority and School Board is ex- 
pected in June. The target date 
for completion of the new center 
is late 1986. 

Construction is underway at the 
Tysons-Pimmit and Linway Terrace 
park sites. Facilities at the 
former will include tennis and 
multi-use courts, a tot lot and 
picnic area; the latter will fea- 
ture soccer and softball fields 
as well as tennis and multi-use 
courts and a fitness trail. 
Plans call for work to begin 
later this year at Langley Fork 
Park on the reconstruction and 
expansion of playing field facil- 
ities and construction of a new 
parking lot.

Since the last newsletter, your 
committee has been presented with 
several important proposals. As 
is always the" case, our meetings 
have been lively and community 
involvement has been high. We 
even met jointly with the Trans- 
portation Committee on some of 
these proposals so that all key 
issues could be discussed at the 
same time. 

Here is a summary of the propo- 
sals. 

- Othman/Roper Tract - accross 

from McLean Square/Pizza Hut 
Shopping Center on Old Domi- 
nion 124 clustered townhouses; 
Old Dominion Road improve- 
ments; traffic light at Whit 
tier; Improved access for 
McLean Mews; some proffers 
are still being worked out 
before final approval; 

- Tysons/Dulles Plaza -Sprinahi 1 1 
Road at Dulles Access Highway; 
opposed original proposal 
(three 150 ft. office towers). 
Awaiting revised proposal to 
be presented; 

- Cedar Lane/Chain Bridge Road - 
(six townhouses) - This was 
looked at last year; but came 
to us again, after much citi- 
zen involvement. when some 
opposition remained before 
final site plan approval; 

- First American Bank Headouar - 
ters-Tyson's Corner to com- 
plete originally approved 
building plan, but seeking 
extra height rather than a 


flat-fat building. This lo- 
cation is designated to be 
where tallest buildings are 
located; 

~ Cellular Radio Tower -on Rt. 7 
near Beulah Road; oppossed 
location of 60+ft. tower at 
this site; 

- Master Plan review items that 
update language for areas 
within the Central Business 
District; and 

- Several items of concern 
brought by individuals that 
are still in progress. 

The success of planning and zon- 
ing efforts is dependent upon the 
committment of each Citizens 
Association to work hard toward 
preserving the quality of our 
neighborhoods and of our future 
neighborhoods . 

We have had a good year. How- 
ever. we must maintan a high 
level of community involvement as 
McLean continues to grow. What 
would you like McLean and its 
business district to look like?

ANNUAL REPORT OP THE McLEAN CITIZENS FOUNDATION 

On behalf of the Trustees of the McLean Citizens Foundation 
I am pleased to provide a report of the Foundation's activities 
for the past year* In accordance with the By-Laws of the 
Foundation, the Trustees held quarterly meetings to consider projects 
proposed by the Projects Committee* to approve appropriate challenge 
grants that would benefit the McLean Community * and to review the 
Treasurer's quarterly financial statements. 

The major project approved by the Foundation was a challenge 
grant of $20,000 made to the Friends of the McLean Community Center. 
The grant is to be used exclusively for the construction of the 
balcony, undertaken as part of the McLean Community Center's 
Phase I Expansion Project. The money is to be given to Friends 
of the Community Center when the remaining $160,000 of the required 
$180,000 has been raised, with the authorisation existing to December 
31, 1984. 

A second project approved by the Trustees, on February 7, 1984 
was a challenge grant of $2,350 made to the Friends of Pleasant 
Grove Church for interior church restoration. Pleasant Grove Church 
is an historic McLean church which is being restored through the 
efforts of many people and groups in the McLean community. 

The Foundation is also continuing its work on the McLean 
bench project. The Trustees have purchased two benches to be located 
at convenient bus stops in McLean, and have also requested local 
civic and business organisations to participate in the purchase 
and placement of benches. 

Regarding the financial position of the Foundation, the 
investment policies and procedures of the Foundation have kept 
it in a strong position to fund and support those projects which 
it has undertaken. The annual report of the Treasurer, Charles 
B. Ewing, Jr., is included with this report to the members of 
the corporation, in order to provide a more, complete report on 
the finances of the Foundation. 

In conclusion, I would invite all members of the Foundation 
Corporation to make contributions of gifts or bequests if they 
would like to provide funds for projects which will benefit the 
McLean community. All gifts are tax deductible, and may be made 
as part of one's annual giving for charitable and civic projects. 
Memorial contributions may also be made in memory of loved ones.

I am pleased to render the following accounting of the 
financial condition of the Foundation for the fiscal year 
ending 31 March 1984 as required by Article VIII, Section 
9B of the By-Laws. 

The Foundation received contributions of $600.00 and net 
income, including capital gain transactions, of $37,410.53 
during the fiscal year ending 31 March 1984 resulting in an 
ending carrying value of $353,353.83, after establishing 
reserves of $22,350 for project grant commitments made 
during the period, for Foundation assets. 

The Foundation continues its status as exempt from Federal 
income tax under Section 501 (c) (3) of the Internal Revenue 

Code. As such, bequests, legacies, devises, transfers, or 
gifts to the Foundation are deductible by donors for Federal 
estate and gift tax purposes as set forth in the Code.
